The  Name 

/Gladiolus  may  be  pronounced  *‘gla-di'-o-lus” 
or  ‘‘glad-i-o'-lus.”  The  Century  Dictionary 
^ and  the  Standard  Dictionary  show  the  pro- 
nunciation “gla-di'-o-lus,”  although  the  Standard 
shows  “gla-dT-o-lus”  as  the  generic  name  and  the 
word  “glad-i-o'-lus”  spelled  exactly  the  same,  as  a 
speciflc  name,  defining  it  as  ‘‘a  plant  of  the  genius 
gla-di'-o-lus;  the  corn-flag.”  Webster’s  Interna- 
tional pronounces  the  word  “gla-di'-o-lus  or  glad- 
i-o'-lus.”  The  preferred  pronunciation,  “gla-df- 
o-lus,”  is  explained  and  justified  by  the  statement, 
“The  penultimate  ‘o’  in  this  word  is  short  and  the 
accent,  therefore,  as  Latin,  properly  falls  upon  the 
antepenult,  ‘gla-di'-^o-lus,’  as  indicated  by  most 
orthoepists.  ‘Glad-i-o'-lus’  is,  however,  common  in 
popular  or  colloquial  usage.” 

If  the  “Roman”  method  is  used,  the  “o”  is 
short  and  you  have  “gla-di'-o-lus”;  if  the  “Eng- 
lish” method  is  used  you  have  “glad-i-o'-ius.”

LUPINES 

NEW  GRAND  PERENNIALS 
There  are  few  more  striking  hardy  herbaceous 
flowers  which  come  in  season  in  early  June  than 
the  hardy  lupines.  Until  quite  recent  years  only 
blue  and  white  vaireties  of  L.  polyphyllus  were 
available,  but  the  introduction  of  innumerable  va- 
rieties and  beautiful  shades  has  given  a great 
popularity  to  them.  Pew  other  plants  flower  so 
early  from  seeds  as  the  lupines,  and  all  are  splen- 
did for  cutting.  Height  3 to  4 feet.  Spikes  of 
bloom  up  to  34  inches  in  length.  No  garden  should 
be  without  these  m'ajestic  and  stately  flowers.  If 
sown  early  in  the  Spring  will  flower  same  year. 
Give  each  plant  ample  room  (1  foot)  to  develop 
to  their  full  size  and  beauty.

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CULTURE 

The  culture  of  the  Gladiolus  is  so  simple  as  to  render 
it  the  most  satisfactory  of  garden  flowers,  thriving  and 
blooming  freely  with  the  least  care  and  attention.  Do  not 
plant  in  shade  of  trees  or  buildings  and  do  not  allow  fresh 
manure  to  come  in  direct  contact  with  bulbs.  Use  well- 
rotted  manure,  commercial  fertilizer  wood  ashes,  sheep 
manure  or  bone  meal,  well  mixed  with  the  soil.  Set  the 
bulbs  four  or  five  inches  deep  in  rows  about  four  to  five 
inches  between  each  bulb. 

Keep  the  soil  well  cultivated  and  free  from  weeds.  Cul- 
tivate often ; do  not  allow  the  soil  to  become  hard  and 
packed.  A liberal  use  of  water,  when  the  spikes  form, 
will  increase  the  size  and  improve  the  quality  of  the  bloom. 

When  cutting  flower  spike  let  three  to  four  leaves  re- 
main on  the  plant  and  allow  the  bulb  to  mature  properly. 
Dig  the  bulbs  any  time  after  October  1st ; cut  off  tops,  and 
after  drying  in  the  open  air  for  a few  days  store  away  in 
a dry,  cool,  but  frost-proof  place  in  the  cellar.  Keep 
temperature  between  40  to  45  degrees.
